A coroner's jury held that Mrs. Kig- 


gins came to her (Teatlt through thu acci- 
dental discharge of a shot gun which 
Uiggina was cleaning. 
The statement 


of the girl, who also is in custody, was 
made to A. J. Houtelle and John M. 
Wilson, state's attorneys of Knox and 
Mercer counties, respect ively. 


These officials said the girl's story im- 


plicated herself and a male relative in 
a conspiracy to kill Mrs. Higgins. Two 
letters said to have been written by her 
to this relative before the death of Mrs. 
Higgins were said to figure, in the case. 
Other assertions by Miss I/ake were so 
sensational that the state's attorneys 
said they accepted them with caution.

Flight of Natives to 


Escape Death. 


Tokio, -Tan. 10.—A graphic narrative 


of the eruption nnd earthquakes that 
devastated the island of Sakura nnd the 
town of Kagoshima, destroying hun- 
dreds of liven on Jan. 1-4, is given today 
by Theodore K. Hoyer, of Wisconsin, 
who was an eye witness. He says: 


"The volcano of Sakura-Jima at the 


beginning of the eruption rcserabled a 
Niagara of fire from which masses of 
molten atone, 
were hurled 
long dist- 


ances. 


"During the night of January -4 a 


loud explosion WHS heard, followed by 
a flash of flatni: and a cloud of anhes 
rising many thousand feet into the air. 


"Beneath the cloud of smoke ajid ash, 


broad streams of lava could be plainly 
seen flowing down the slopes to the sea. 
The forests 
of 
the 
mountain sides 


quickly caught fire and 
the (lames 


spread to the houses of the numerous 
little villages nearby. The entire west- 
ern coast line of Rakura seemed to be 
ablaze and a strong wind carried smoke, 
gas and hot ashes straight to the. main- 
land. 


In Panic-Stricken Crowds. 


"From Kagoshima, three miles across 


the bay, people fled in panic stricken 
crows, many of them ascending the steep 
sides of Shiroyama mountain and look- 


I ing back from there in terror on the 
I scene. 


"A heavy rain fell the next night nnd 


served to settle somewhat the .flying 
dust and ashes. Many of the people re- 
turned to their crumbling homes.

There are pronounced indications in Washington that 


another cherished institutuion of other days—the con- 
gressional "pork barrel"—is doomed. Year after year, 
with this party in power or that, the "pork ban-el' has 
been the cherished hope and often the unfailing salvation 
of the congressman with his constituents. It is scarcely 
necessary to explain that the "pork barrel'' is that capa- 
cious receptacle from which the statesman has been able 
to coax postoffices and public buildings of other character 
for his district -without partiular inquiry into the question 
of either necessity or expense. Personal pull and political 
expediency have been to a very large extent the factors 
which counted, and a good man}' members have evidently 
proceeded upon the premise that re-nomination and re- 
jection depended upon the number of public buildings 
hb was able to secure for his distrift. 


Congressman Clrne, by virtue of his chairmanship of 


the committee on public buildings in the house, has been 
one of the members who has waged war on unnecessary 
expense in this direction, while seeking to provide the 
buildings at such points as manifestly needed them. The 
commission appointed two years ago to consider the mat- 
ter of public buildings is about to make its report, and it 
will show among other things that in many of the 
smaller places where maintenance of the public building 
alone costs from $1,500 to $1,800 a year suitable quarters 
could be rented by the government for from $500 to $1,000 
per annum. The commission has reached the decision 
that there ought to be some permanent tribunal author- 
ized to say whether a government-owned postoffice build- 
ing is required by a town or city, and it will recommend 
to the congress that such a tribunal be established. It 
would probably designate such a tribunal as a commission 
of public works. The thought of the commission is that 
before the congress appropriate money for the erection of 
a postoffice building this commission shall make an inves- 
tigation and say whether there is any real need for such a 
building.

OPEN NEW LANDS 


Professor Says Mountain 


May Show Up in the 


Pacific. 


EAKTH CRUSH ACTION 


Lawrence, Kan., Jan. 19.—In comment- 


ing on the recent earthquake and vol- 
canic disturbances in the Pacific ocean, 
Prof. J. E. Todd, of the department of 
geology of the University of Kansas, 
Slid: 


"The earthquakes and volcano erup- 


tions of the last few weeks in Ja-pan and 
•ther South Sea islands are a part of a 
series of disturbances that have been 
occurring in the last fifty years in all 
parts of the Pacific ocean. The Pacific 
ocean covers a great fault in the earth's 
crunk and these disturbances arc a re- 
sult of the shifts in the surface as one 
portion slides away from another. 


"These earthquakes and volcanic ac- 


tions aro caused by the sudden drop or 
riso of parts of the earth's crust. If 
the drop or rise occurs in the bottom of 
the sea, a large tidal wave results, sim- 
ilar to the one which swept Japan tho 
other day. 
The Lisbon earthquake and 


tidal wave is a famous example of this 
sort of destruction. A sudden drop in 
bottom of the sea caused the water to 
rueh out, leaving vessels that were sail- 
ing in seven fathoms of water stranded 
«n dry land. Then tho huge wave came 
Wishing back, carrying the vessels and 
Other objects fur inland and destroying 
thn coast for a number of miles back. 


"There have been disturbances recently 


along the entirn coast line of the Pacific, 
from South America to Australia. A few 
months ago some of the Alaskan vol- 
canoes showed signs -of activity. 
For 


»«veral days these threw out nshes in 
such Inrpo quantities as to turn'the dity 
into darkness and oovcr \vholc district* 
wiMi ashes mnny inches deep. There have- 
been other signs of activity in the Pa- 


cific, however, not resulting- in a catas- 
trophe- flimilnr to that, in Jaiiim.

Japanese. islai,,is 
have always 


been ac enter of earthquake nnd volcanic 
action. They seem to bn on a direct line 
of the great fault in tho enrth. 
fn the 


60's ami again in the 70's Japan suffered 
tremendous earthquakes. In 189fi a tidal 
wave caused by an earthquake in Pern, 
on the opposite side of 
the 
Pacific, 


wrought great dam.-igr> in Japan. Thr, re- 
sults of the shock in Peru created a ten- 
foot wave, all along me Japanese coast, 
going up and down a number of times 
with about twenty minutes between 
crests. 


"It is very likely that the bay on 


which the city of Kagoshima is located 
is an old volcanic crater—I wouldn't bo 
surprised if before the eruption censes 
a large volcanic cone, or mountain is 
thrown up in the bay. A similar thing 
occurred in New Zealand a few years 
ago, when a large cone was thrown up 
on a spot formerly occupied by a lake. 


"I do not believe there is much danger 


of loss from the earthquakes because the 
houses in Japan are built of very light 
material. But the danger lies from the 
volcanoes and tho great tidal waves, 
which frequently accompany the larger 
shifts in the earth's crust. Just whut 
caused tho outburst at this timn is hard 
to tell and just how long they will con- 
tinue is another difficult 
question to 


answer."

Seemingly Peculiar Combination of 


Food* Which a Traveler Declare* 


to Be Delicious. 


Slngkep la explained by a woman 


traveler to be, not a nation or a dis- 
ease or a book, but a place, a little 
known island in the Lower China sea. 
There she found household customs 
among the dominant class, the Dutch, 
a good deal influenced by native cus- 
tom. 


Dutch ladies, she says, appear at 


breakfast In Malay saroog and kabiya, 
than which no oriental dress upon an 
alien was ever morr uncomfortable 
or less aesthetic. 
The sarongs in 


themselves, six fee; 
long by about 


three in width, may be very artistic. 
Made chiefly In Java, they are 
fre- 


quently painted by hand in charac- 
teristic designs. Even cheap ones are 
Interesting, and when woven of native 
silk are soft and lovely. 
Bnt tightly 


swathed in a sarong, even one's mind 
is compressed. Standing and walking 
are uncomfortable, and sitting down 
an untbought luxury. 


Breakfast le not unlike that meal in 


other hot countries, but 
tiffin 
at 


one o'clock, the "rice table" of the 
tropical Hollander, 1* a meal to be 
remembered. Chinese honse hoy*. on« 
for e»ch •member ot the family, ap-1 


pear flrst with a deep soup plate, in 
•which one la expected to place a lib- 
eral supply of delicately boiled rice. 
A email piece of flab., sometimes sev- 
eral varieties, meat of two or thi«« 
sorts, young onions, cucnmbens cut 
lengthwise, ducks' eggs already soaked 
for a month in salt water are added, 
and an indefinite number of aa'uces, 
hot and fiery, or sour like pickles, a 
few somewhat sweeter, one or two 
olightly oily. 


When all these apparently conflict- 


ing elements are put upon the long- 
suffering substratum of rice, a fork 
and dessert spoon, judictoualy med, 
stir the whole mass Into an indescrib- 
able conglomeration which from Its 
deacrtption might »ot be thought e« 
peciallr delicious. In reality It IB es- 
cellent, especially as one soon learns 
to discriminate in sauces. And tola i« 
merely a flrat course. Afterward the 
luncheon progresses by normal stages 
to its finish with black Java coffee. 


Such a meal, combined with the cli- 


mate, offers inducements to prolong- 
ed and none-deferable repose. Emerg- 
ing for tea at five o'clock, the sarong 
is found to be, happily, a thing of the 
past.

is peopled by rough and ready men, who 
believe in fair p'ay- They'want to see 
Alaska developed and*they are with Jack 
Dalton to a man.
